'close was issued this afternoon by 
■Mayor Harrison lifter a conference with 
Corporation Counsel Tollman, who ns- 
sured the mayor that ample legal 
■grounds existed for his action. Seven- 
teen theatres and museums closed last 
uigllt and this sweeping order of the 
mayor today shut the doors of several 
tmoro. These last were the loading tlie> 
aires in the business section of the city. 
The Studebaker f Grand Opera House, 
'McVicker'e, Lusalla, Oamck, Illinois 
'and Powers. The lust two .ire owned 
and controlled by Messrs. Powers and 
Davis, the managers of the ill-fated Iro- 
quois. The Garrick threatre closed to- 
day is not to bo confounded with the 
Garriok theatre closed yesterday. The 
former is one of the largest play houses 
in the city, while the one concerning 
which action was taken yesterday is a 
much smaller affair in the northwestern 
part ot" the city. The seventeen places 
of amusement shut last night were 
•closed because, they were not provided 
with asbestos curtains. The action to- 
day was in consequence of violations of 
oilier sections of the ordinance regard- 
ing theatres. 

There was a hasty rush of theatrical

CnUOUiitSTAiXCJSS ALTlOIt CAUSES. 

It appears Srom a perusal oX«ome-oC 
'the Provincial Liuural newspapers fchnt 
it makes a very important difference in* 
She estimation u: political filiations 
and probabilities, wMther it is a Oo&- 
eervntive or a Liberal party tha't is 
concerned. For serxauil months we have 
ibeen solemnly assured that the McBride 
Oovernunent, having only a majority 
of two over all other {parties, was prac- 
tically continuing to hold office when 
by all the rules of the game it should 
resign and allow the Ojyiosi'tion, thai 
has only seventeen votes in a House of 
'fbrty-two members, to Lake its place. 
But it seems that a principle that is 
good in British Columbia is not sound 
in Ontario— at least that hi if it would 
operate to the disadvantage of the lib- 
eral party. .Mr. Ross' administration is 
now navigating very narrow sens. By 
the election of Mr. Dtmlop In North 
IRenrfrew, and the death ol Mr, I'attul- 
!o, the Government's majority on the 
floor of the Legislature is reduced to 
two and will probably be entirely wiped 
out when the election trials now pend- 
ing are decided. But any sngg<eKti"Jl 
that -Air. Ross lias lost the confidence 
of the electorate, or that tin' country is 
desirous of a change in its rulers, is 
denounced as a "Tory invention" — a 
scheme to seduce, if that were possible, 
even the elect. Yet the more respect- 
able portion of the Liberal newspapers 
are not found attempting to apologize 
for Mr. Boss's treatment of North Ren- 
frew. Some of these journals are hon- 
est enough to openly condemn such high 
handed and unconstitutional methods as 
that and there seems to be a very gen- 
eral feeling that the Conservatives will 
be successful in Ontario at the next 
Provincial general election. And the 
Premier Province is almost certain to 
give as generous support to Mr, Bor 
den whenever Sir Wilfrid Laurier gives 
the opportunity. 

Compared with the position of Mr. 
Itoss' Government in Ontario, that of 
the McBride administration is much 
more favorable. The circumstances 
under which Mr. McBride went to the 
country must not be ignored in any es- 
timate of the situation. He appealed 
for support as the leader of the first 
government formed on Federal party 
lines. While it may ultimately be the 
ease that the adoption of party lines 
will strengthen the hold of the Con- 
servatives on the electorate in British 
(Columbia, it is quite certain that that 
course was prejudicial to Conservative 
success on this occasion. The party 
that is now represented by the Govern- 
ment is practically identical with that 
which was in Opposition in the last 
Provincial Parliament. As then con- 
stituted it comprised in its ranks both 
.Liberals and Conservatives, and had 
the same division of parties been con- 
tinued in the present House that ex- 
isted in the last, those Liberals, if re- 
elected, would uudoubtdely have re- 
mained in alliance with Mr. Mc-Bride 
and his associates. There are members 
sitting on the left hand of the Speaker, 
who are in accord with the Govern- 
ment's policy, and it is identical with 
that which they supported during (lie 
latter part of the last Parliament. At 
least three nominal members of the 
Opposition come within that category. 
Although by reason of their adhesion to 
the Liberal party in the fc'edenal sphere 
they conceive themselves as bound to 
the Provincial Liberal party, we are 
, confident that they will nul willingly 
give their support to any attacks for 
iparty purposes on an administration 
■earnestly endeavoring to carry out the 
ipolicy approved by them when work- 
iing witli Mr. MoB.ide and others among 
his present supporters. 

Nor is that circumstance the only 
,one that gives strength to the present 
Provincial Government beyond what is 
disclosed by its nominal majority in 
alio Legislature, although that is sulli- 
.cient for practical purposes and will tie 
increased when by-elections are held. 
There is another source of strength in 
'the desire so generally held throughout 
th Province— by Liberals scarcely less 
than by Conservatives — that there 
ishould be no change in the Government 
for some time to cone. What is de- 
sired is a periqd of political quietude 
.in which the finances can he put in a 
.sound position and the industry end 
trade of the Province kiven a chance to 
,do something. It has been a great dis- 
appointment to two or three ambitions 
gentlemen in the Opposition ranks that 
the Government has boldly attempted — 
and with no small measure of success— 
to give' effect 'in its pre-election pledges. 
They hail judged the Conservatives by 
their own petty, selfish standard— it 
would be a libel oil some excellent Lib- 
erals in the Mouse to suggest that with 
the parly as a whole this was the case— 
iiinl not believed that they would im- 
peril their popularity, even if only tem- 
porarily, in the endeavor to enact legis- 
lation to meet the exigencies of the pro- 
vincial situation. The extent of their 
disappointment on the one side is the 
measure of popular approval on the 
other, and when the time comes for 
' another general election, the Govern- 
monit's majority will be considerably in- 
creased, unless it ehoull fail to follow 
i he policy which its member's advocate'! 
mi the hustings. 



:P.UBL.IC ITOU'SB- TRUSTS. 

_A. .very interesting and encouraging 
account was given in n recent issue of 
the .London Times of the movement be- 
ing made in the United Kingdom for 
transferring public houses from the 
control of .private individuals to that of 
public .trusts. Lord Grey, the writer 
of the account that appeared in the 
Timos newspaper, is the President of 
the Public House Trust Association, an 
organization formed u. little more than 
two years ago for the purpose of car- 
rying out the movmcnt. There are 
other organizations formed for a simi- 
lar (d)ject, but the Association men- 
tioned is both the pioneer and the most 
successful in this new field of social 
reform. Although this Association has 
not been in existence for much longer 
than two years, it has been able al- 
re'klv tO cover the great part of Eng- 
land Kith local trust companies organ- 
ized under its auspices. In England 
only five counties are without such com- 
panies within their borders. The move- 
ment is spreading in "Wales, Scotland 
and Ireland. It has already reached 
some of the Colonics and seems to com- 
mand syjiipnt.h-y in the United State-. 
It is, perhaps, not surprising that it 
has attracted the attention of that en- 
ergetic ruler, the German Emperor. 
From uis statement of what has been 
achieved, Lord Grey would seem to be 
justified in his assertion that "never in 
the history of social reform has a new 
movement fixed its roots so firmly in so 
wide an area in so short a space of 
time." 

The number of houses already under 
trust management is a hundred and 
fourteen, and another hundred will Jail 
under it on the expiration of the existing 
leases. Although, of course, this is a 
comparatively small number among th" 
thousands of licensed houses in the 
United Kingdom, it is a rapid growth 
in so short a time of a movement so 
novel and that has to contend against 
the .opposition ami prejudice influenced 
by uuinemse private interests, of loug 
standing. As Lord Grey explains the 
movement is founded on the belief that 
"the public Ionise as a social asr'.i- 
tion is a public necessity." Something 
in the nature of a club, where refresh- 
ments can be obtained, is regarded as 
indispensable, within a village or a 
town. In this view it is pointed out 
that in England schemes for promot- 
ing the moral welfare of the people, 
whether as associations or the independ- 
ent efforts of clergymen and others, 
nearly all take the form of promoting 
clubs and providing means for social 
fellowship, entertainments and refresh- 
ments. But institutions under religious 
or charitable management cannot pro 
vide for the wants of people in genera), 
who dislike even the nppearance ' ' 
tutelage in such matters and prefer to 
go where they can simply have what 
they want and pay for it. Therefore 
any scheme to meet the want in a per- 
manent and satisfactory manner must 
be based on a purely business system 
of management. 'What is done with the 
profits that may result is a matter f 
indifference, but the profits themselves 
must be made in the ordinary way of 
business. Another principle that the 
promoters of these trusts have kept in 
view, is the fact that people generally 
want more than is supplied to them in 
the ordinary public house. They do not 
/Want only, or even chiefly, alcoholic 
drinks. These drinks are wanted, ami 
will .probably continue to be wanted, 
for a long time. Whatever may be the 
medical or other theories in opposition 
to that kind of beverages, experience 
goes to show that there is a large num- 
ber of people who will demand them 
anil use them in moderation. But the 
non-alcoholic drinks that have been de- 
vised during the lad two or throe cen- 
turies, some imported from Oriental 
countries, have created a demand j ir 
that class of refreshments which is 
harmless and wholesome at all hours of 
tin 1 day and under almost all circum- 
stances. P.esides people need to eat as 
well as to drink and what is required is 
the facility for obtaining simple meals, 
both singly and in company. In short, 
the convenience that is needed is what 
is open to people in a well-managed 
club, the only difference being that the 
public house club is open to every one 
who will pay his way and conduct him- 
self in a proper manner. Such an insti- 
tution is far more valuable to a commu- 
nity than the ordinary public house. 

It is on these principles that the 
scheme of the public house trust, is 
founded, and the success already 
achieved sho,WS that the policy is a 
sound one. The carrying out of the 
scheme so as to really make it an ictual 
rival of the present institution of pub- 
lic houses, will, of course, require great 
enterprise, sagacious management and 
large financial resources. The aim is to 
promote higher temperance; to meet the 
reasonable and legitimate requirements 
of the public for refreshment and ac- 
commodations .-Hid to eater to those who 
do not want alcoholic drinks as cheer- 
fully as to those who do. The practical 
resull of the movement is illustrated by 
the remark of a workingmnu, who was 
a customer of one of the houses of the 
trus't in his town, when he said that 
when he "asked for Bovril he g It the 

same smile fr the manager as the 

man who asked for beer." While alco- 
holic drinks are provided us well as 
those of a non-alcoholic character, and 
simple eatables prepared ready for eon 
sumption, there is no attempt made to 
misb the sale of the alcoholic drinks in 
preference to the others, and it is a 
matter, of indifference as regards the 

manner in which ail cast ers are 

treated. 'While the scheme is not fa- 
vored by the extreme advocates of total 
abstinence from alcoholic beverages, it 
seems to us that it is devised in i he in- 
terests of true temperance and that i» 
Pis extension and success there is the 
possibility of great and hist in- social 
reforms that will benefit the moral and 
'physical condition of the people. We 
believe that some action has either been 
taken or is in contemplation in a similar 
direction in 'Xova Scotia, although We 
have nut seen any reference to it in 
.the press of Eastern Canada. If the 
movement should continue to progress in 
the United Kingdom as il has done d tr- 
im: the past, two years, it will doubtless 

have Imitators in the Dominion.
